I have proofs that I was amcmg the victims, as I did 
not believe when you indicated it in the summer of 1965. I would like to be able to 
carry this forward in court where I think I’ll be able to expand on what your som- 
mittee was able to do. 


Snail a percentage of the relevant files I've received from DJ and FBI is, it 
tells a pretty grim story, of the deliberate framing of a fake solution to that ter- 
rible crime, ^his is why they are still resisting disclosure so strongly. Each of the 
few pieces of paper I get represents a hard struggle. If I did what they do they’d 
file perjury charges against me. However, I have about two-thirds of a new book in 
draft form. We have a fourth status call the 18th. I'd like to have at least a notion 
of what is in your report before then if possible. *t can permit specifying continued 
withholding.
